Live Torpedo Tamed by Seadogs in Wild Deck Ride 


OTTAWA (CP) — RHlrinf 
•Mulof Harry DcWoU reUted 
Friday how h« once rode a live 
torpcte around the deck of hta 
ahlp. The wild ride saved hit 
destroyer and his crew. 

With him on the ride was 
PO Sam Ridfe of Errington, 
OB Vancouver Island.

hair ralslnf personal sea stor> 
ies of the Second World War^ 
At Sunday midnight Vice- 
Admiral DeWolf. 57. a saUor 
since he was hands over 
his post of chief of naval sUff 
to Vice-Admiral Herbert Ray- 
ner, 49. until recently flag offt> 
oer, Pacific Coast 
Sam Ridge also recently re- 
tirad from the navy with more 
than 90 years* sendee. He was 
commissioned from the lower 


decks and atuined the rank of 
heutenant-commander. 

The incident, related in an 
interview by Admiral DeWolt 
occurred in 1940, when he was 
commander of the destroyer 
St. Laurent on Atlantic con* 
eoy. It was prompted by the 
recollection that Admiral De- 
Wolf at the time was in the 
proce ss of turning over coro- 
nsand of the St Laurent to 
Admiral Rayner. 


Admiral DeWolf did not tell 
of his direct and courageous 
part in the incident until Ad¬ 
miral Rayner brought it up 
The external mechanism of 
a live, armed torpedo was 
being painted by a sailor who 
lifted the safety catch to paint 
underneath and then lilted the 
firing handle to palm under 
that 

*The torpedo fired, naturally. 


and ran wild on the deck.** Ad¬ 
miral DeWolf said. 

“It slammed into the deck¬ 
house, bounced off and kept 
charging around. 

“Everybody, including me, 
was scared. The decks cleared 
pretty rapidly. 

“Since we thought we were 
all going up any second. Petty 
Officer Ridge and myself de¬ 
cided to try to tame the tor* 
pedo. 


•^e got astride it It was 
as slippery as a greased pig 
and we thought lU propeller 
might cut our feet off. 

“We rode and guided it over 
to the rail and stuck one leg 
over the rail to hold it steady. 
The propeller was making a 
tremendous racket on the iron 
deck. We finally mduaged to 
release the air cock. (TTie tor¬ 
pedo was driven by compressed 
air.) 


*‘We still had a live torpedo. 
When we got to port ih the 
United Kingdom we hoisted it 
on the wall and left it there. 
I reported to headquarters but 
I don t know what became of 
the torpedo.”

Belgium Yields^ 
Pulls 1,500 Men 


BRUSSELS (AP)—Belgium 
yielded slightly Friday to pres¬ 
sure for the withdrawal of her 
troopai from the Congo. The 
government announced that 
1,500 soldiers, mostly para¬ 
chute troopers, will be re¬ 
turned to Belgium early next 
week, probably Tuesday. 

About SJlOO Belgian military 
men, numerically a shade 
under the multi-racial United 
Nations forces, will stay on in 
the former Belgian colony.

Gilson told a preu conference 
Belgian units will remain as 
long as necessary to help pro¬ 
tect Europeans and the gov¬ 
ernment ot this stage is not 
considering abandoning its 
treaty bases in the Congo.

I T li interesting to see a skilled word-magic man 
at work. 

Rudolph Flesch’s recent column about tele¬ 
vision prc^ucer David Susskind was a good 
exam^e. disguised as wholesome commonsense. 

‘^e New' Yorker (magazine) recently ran a 
two-part article about David Susskind, tne tele¬ 
vision producer. 

“Mr. Susskind, the current darling of the in¬ 
tellectuals, is a man with a mission. He wants to 
rescue television from the blight of mediocrity, 
of ‘giving people what they want.* 

“He hates the westerns and the situation 
comedies and virtually all the daily and weekly 
programs now on the air. Instead, he and his outfit 
... work mightily to upgrade the taste of the Amer¬ 
ican public . . . 

“Mr. Susskind . . . hates all those Madison 
Avenue competitors who simply go by ratings and 
stick to shows more or less guaranteed to sell 
soap, cigarets or beer . . .** 

Mr. Flesch “found Mr. Susskind's attitude even 
more distastefu) than that of the cynical *give-’em- 
what-they-want’ fellows . . . The cynics are trying 
to trick people into buying *cu)ture.' 

“I have more sympathy with the cynics. Most 
of their products, it seems to me. are worth the 
money, but most of the ‘culture’ peddled by the 
David Susskinds is not.** 

* ★ * 

All that sounds convincing. Here is a good 
plain man who likes plain entertainment, and re¬ 
sents phony eggheads trying to push ‘’culture’* at 
him. ^at’s the way it sounds. In fact, it is 
humbug. 

I have read one of the New Yorker articles 
that Flesch uses for a springboard to attack Suss¬ 
kind. Do you know what kind of highbrow produc¬ 
tions Susskind is trying to foist on the public? 
They include ‘Tom Sawyer,** “Kidnapped,** the 
Art Carney show' and some famous ghost stories. 

Susskind isn’t trying to sell anything radical. 
He has given up even trying to sell original drama. 
There is too much resistance to it by sponsors who 
don't want to bet money on an unknowm quantity. 

. He is only trying to sell popular information 
and entertainment programs of a reasonably 
decent, grown-up standard. 

Flesch uses some phrases clearly meant to 
discredit Mr. Susskind. He talks about Susskind's 
“Martini-drenched business luncheons,** as though 
to imply that only decadent purveyors of “culture** 
took alcoholic drinks at lunch.

Even Susskind's limited aim — to put over 
popular programs of a reasonable standard—is 
hard to achieve. Sponsors prefer Westerns, private 
eye stories and situation comedies because they 
feel that shows of this kind sell more soap. 

But are these loveable rascals of commercial 
television really “giving the people what they 
want?** When do the people have the chance to vote 
for anything else, if all they can get on the dial are 
westerns, crime stories and family comedies? 

And how many of the people are they pleas¬ 
ing? Suppose that they please TO per cent of the 
people. Shouldn’t the other 25 par cent have a right 
to see what THEY want? 

Mr. Flesch does not answer any of these ques¬ 
tions, or even raise them. 

Of course people have a right to watch West¬ 
erns, detective stories and situation comedies. Some 
of them are good entertainment. But there should 
be other things available too. 

There is a way to make peace between the 
soap salesmen and the people who want to produce 
good shows. It is called “Pay-TV.** This is rimply a 
question of putting a coir in the slot of your tele- 
^ion set to buy the show you want. 

So-called “free” television shows would also 
be broadcast, to tell soap. The'i people could take 
their choice, and the argument would be over.

E fforts by the British Columbia 
government to have property 
values virtually frozen in the capital 
prednct of Jamea Bay are arousing 
concern in the dty council The pur- 
poee of the zoning restrictions sought 
by the government is obvious to hold 
market values down so that when the 
time comes to take over residential 

E rty for the extension of admin- 
Ive offices the government 
won’t have to pay high prices. 

This shows a fine regard for the 
interests of provincial taxpayers, but 
the hint that expropriation proceed¬ 
ings may be drawing near does noth¬ 
ing to raise the spirits of city offi¬ 
cials, It presages a further increase 
in the tax exemptions which the city 
is compelled to grant and which the • 
taxpayers must make good. 

What the ultimate figure may be 
when the government extends its 
James Bay holdings no one can say, 
but right now the province owns in 
Victoria property worth $9,000,000, 
from which in conformity with the 
policy of succeeding governments the 
city derives no tax revenues what¬ 
ever. though under the obligation to 
provide services. Mayor Scurrah 
calculates the annual loss at $300,000, 
which is equivalent to three mills 
of the dty tax rate.

It Belongs Here 


I T does not matter which authority 
is supreme over horse racing in 
the province. Any doubt as to 
whether It is the commission or 
the government which has the final 
say is beside the question. What does 
matter is that this area is not in the 
mood to be deprived of the 14 days 
racing belonging to it for nearly 
half a century. Nor do the quiet 
years without track operation invali¬ 
date this long-standing and recog¬ 
nized right 

One trusts therefore there will 
be no inclination to weasel out of the 
problem by disclaiming responsibil¬ 
ity. Either the j^vemment or the 
commission must'cast the die, and 
there should be no doubt in which 
direction It fhould be cast. The 
statutory annual 14 days’ meet Is 
part of the Vancouver Island scene 
and It should stay here. 

The present operators of the San- 
down track were happy enough to 
secure the charter here. It seems 
strange they would be so ready now 
to reconsider. The loss at the track 
cited over last yAir’s season is not 
greet; scarcely large enough to off¬ 
set an investment of $200,000 which 


if unused would deteriorate. Once a 
shift to Vancouver were permitted 
—a dty which enjo 3 rs ample share 
of B.C. nieets and fadlities—the like¬ 
lihood of returning operation here 
would be dim. Nothing in the racing 
acts seems to indirate that the 
whims of operators should prevail. 
They are not compelled to operate, 
but the Sidney charter should not 
be theirs to transfer at will. 

If anything is required perhaps 
it if that the Sandown meet should 
be promoted to attract the desired 
p a t r on ag e. Already It plays an Im¬ 
portant part in the local economy, 
and horse breeding and its andllary 
requirements, the tourist trade and 
much business in general would 
suffer badly if the Island race 
meet were to become a thing of the 
past. 

The government would be unwise 
to lend any sympathetic ear to the 
idea of transferring the Sidney 
franchise to Vancouver. Enough 
direct public protest has been voiced 
to indicate the strength of feeling 
against any attempt to take from the 
Saanich Peninsula that which belongs 
to it.

W levels of public administration 
what it is at present ahd likely to 
be for some time, any prospect of 
Canadian municipalities finding 2 or 
3 per cent money under a provincial 
guarantee or other formula must be 
regarded as nebulous and extremely 
unlikely.

B.C. municipalities, in any event, 
should examine the tw'o-sided prob¬ 
lem for themselves: both in the light 
of the UBCM official policy, and also 
as to the degree virtual control of 
their borrowings for school construc¬ 
tion ar.d other purposes is coming to 
rest in provincial hands. A loan-fest 
under such conditions even at bargain 
rates might prove to be an expensive 
remedy for their taxpayers.

What Is a Reports from Ottawa 

Communist? the 18 members of a delegation 

from the Chinese Benevolent As*

T he best answer to the question 
•Whst Is a communist?” was 
given ever a hundred years ago by 
Ebenezer Elliott, when he wrote: 
**Wliat Is a communist? One 
who hath yearnings 
For eqnal division of unequal 
eamlngs.” 

Bliott was known ss “the Corn Law 
rhymer.” He opposed that law as a 
tax on the bread of the common 
people. He took an active part in the 
Cpartist movement in England, which 
agitated for political reform and the 
social betterment of the working 
classes. 

But Elliott turned against the ex* 
tremlsts who were advocating social¬ 
ism. which he foresaw would lead to 
communism. When he wrote the 
hymn, “God Save the People,” he 
as thinking as much of their spiritusi 
as their material welfare. 

Elliott was not asking God to save 
the people from excessive taxation: 
he joined the Chartist movement ard 
wrote his Corn Law rhymes and other 
verses to rouse public opinion for 
political reform, which was badly 
needed in those days. 

The Chartist program demanded 
universal manhood suffrage, vote by 
ballot, equal electoral districts, an¬ 
nual parliaments, payment of mem¬ 
bers, and abolition of their property 
qualifications. In short, representa¬ 
tive government. 

That was the direct opposite to 
communism, whiclj was being advo¬ 
cated on the continent by Earl Matx 
and others as the only remMy for 
all social problems. They would have 
nothing to do with reform of existing 
political Institutions; these must be 
abolished by complete revolution, 
e it it 


I s the heat of political debate words 
are sometimes uttered that go beyond 
the intent of the speaker. But they can 
prove embarrassing when they are ut¬ 
tered by a national leader and seem to 
criticize the philosophy and operations of 
a friendly power. 

So President Elisenhower may have 
embarrassed his own foreign policy ad¬ 
ministrators by usii^ sociaiism as an 
argument that governmental paternalism 
can lead to large-scale suicides, national 
lazinasa and drunkenness. 

The argument which surprised scrnie 
forrigB obaervecs came as Eisenhower 
delivered an off-the-cuff rallying call ta 
Republican leaders at a breakfast meet¬ 
ing at the party's convention in Chicago. 
It uas attended by most of his ci|^inet. 
Republican governors and many oth^. 
high party officers. 

Ha did not raentioo any ebuntry by 


name but he made a stati.stical reference 
to a “very friendly European country” 
which “has a tremendoua record for 
aocialistic operations and the following of 
aocialiatic philosophy. The record shows 
there that the rate of suicides have gone- 
up almost unbelievabl>.” 

“Drunkenness has gone up and the 
lack of ambition is discernible an all 
akJe.«.’’ 

Eisenhower did not mention any 
country apecifically. He argued that years 
ago, before this friendly power really got 
deeply involved In socialism, its suicide 
nte wss below that of the U.S. Now It 
was more than double the U.S. rate. , 

U nd o u b t edly Eiaenhower was phrasing 
hi.s words merely to attack the Democrats 
and not embarrass his allies. But several 
countries may not relish apparent -rriti- 
cism of their way of life offered gratui¬ 
tously by the free world's leader. 


That is what happened in Russia, 
and the Soviet Union is an example 
of the result of those '‘yearnings lor 
equal division of unequal earnings.” 
Communism has been defined as “A 
system by which the means of produc¬ 
tion and distribution are owned by 
the government, and the goods pro¬ 
duced are shared by all citizens ac¬ 
cording to their need.” 

The Soviet Union has fulfilled the 
•first part of that program; bir the 
goods produced are not shared by 
all citizens according tp their neeA 
or according to their earnings. The 
products are distributed accoiding to 
political status. Members of the Com¬ 
munist Party, who are the upper 
class of the population, have pref¬ 
erence in government appointments 
and civil services, receive higher pay 
and have special privileges in the dis¬ 
tribution of the products. 

The workers, who are the pro¬ 
ducers and do most of the earning, 
are needier than ever. This is revealed 
in a table just relea.sed by the Con¬ 
ference Board of New York, show¬ 
ing comparisons of work required to 
earn enough to buy certain consumer 
goods in New York and Moscow, at 
follows:

“Worker in New York can earn 
enough in three minutes’ labor to buy 
a pound of lUgar. Worker is Moscow 
would have to work one hour and 40 
minutes to do so. ' 

“A man’s cotton shirt in New York 
represents 58 minuses of work t»me— 
in U.S.S.R.. 15 hours of work time. A 
rayon dress in New York can be paid 
for in 4 hours snd 36 minutes of 
work. In Moscow the same dress, 11 
available, would call for 73.30 hours 
of work."

Now they are moving quickly to 
arrest and arraign the ringleaders of 
the racket that slipped perhaps 11,000

The Chinese Benevolent Associa¬ 
tion has become the tool of the immi¬ 
gration racketeers with Its campaign 
of vilification of the RCMP and Hong 
Kong police.

Triad—which shares its name with 
an Alberta oil company!—was an 
underground revolutionary society 
prior to the overthrow of the Manchu 
dynasty in 1911. Sun Yat-Sen was a 
member. As president of the new 
Chinese republic. Dr. Sun ordered 
Triad disbanded, but his order waa 
not fully carried out Criminal ele- 
mentf seized control and turned Triad 
Into a Chinese Mafia. 

There are Triad agents in the 
Chinatowns of Canada. Triad appar¬ 
ently didn’t participate directly in the 
immigrant amuggling racket, but it 
shared in the profits by controlling 
those who did. 


Castro Nears 
The Brink

M IAMI—The most prominent and 
potentially the moat powerful 
leader of the Cuban opposition to 
Fidel Castro is a mild former 
economics professor and candidate for 
the presidency of Cuba. 

He quietly predicts that the “Com¬ 
munist” regime of Fidel Castro will 
be overthrown In the next few 
months. 

It is not difficult to find anti- 
Castro groups In Florida, New York 
or South America. Hold a press card 
in the air and out of the shrubbery 
come counter revolutionaries breath¬ 
ing fire, promises and threats.

He ia the ton of an am- 
ba.saador tojhe U.S.A., and has thr^e 
times served as Speaker of the House.

“Speed is of the essence before 
Communism becomes too deeply 
rooted In Cube. If this happens, we 
will surely have a civil war.” 

But whatever happens Castro can- 
net last, claims Dr. Marquez. 

"Economic pressures are moun^ 
Ing rapidly, poverty and disuse in¬ 
creasing to a greater extent than ever 
when Batista was at the height of hi« 
power. 

"Already the Roman Catholic 
Church, which in all these affairs is 
on the winning side, especially in 
Latin America, moves ataunchly 
against Communism, and this means 
against Castro. After all, 95 per cent 
of Cubans are Catholic.” 


Dr. Marquez went on to say that 
Raul. Castro's brother, and Che 
Guevara, boss of the Bank of Cuba, 
are more bloodthirsty than Fidel. 

Originally they wanted to purge 
more than 40.(X)0 Cubans. Fidel ob- 
jected. saying that would not be ac¬ 
cepted by the Cuban people. 

Dr. Marquez went on to describe 
Castro at a schemer who always 
knew what he wanted-complete and 
absolute control of Cuba. He also* 
daimed C^astro was a willing tool of 
the Reds -carefully schooled in Com¬ 
munism by leaders such aa Alberto 
Bayo, who gained a reputation aa s 
killer in the Spanish Civil War. 

Castro now has become a “Com¬ 
munist catalyst that may. if not 
checked, cryiatallize not only the cePs 
in Cuba but also those elsewhere in 
South America.” 

“But here ia the difference be¬ 
tween Fidel, and his brother Raul and 
Che Guevara.” he said. "Aa brothers 
they differ in that Raul is a blind in¬ 
strument. a Red agent like Che Guev¬ 
ara. Fidel is a Marxi.st because hit 
phtlo.vophy employs any means to 
ju.stify the ends he has in sight. He 
believes he is using the Communists. 
But they are using^ him. That is the 
tragedy of Cuba today.”

•nc mile north of Ladysmith. 

No licence was required ... no limits were imposed . .. 
and we could either use our own tackle or tackle supplied bF 
Troutland. 

The U-Catch-Em ponds at Ladyamith art the first in 
British Columbia—although they are popular south of the 
border—and are the project of Victoria High School Industrial 
arts teacher Ross Regan. 

He bought 200 acres of land centred around Bush Creek 
that runs Into Ivy Green Park. Pretty soon he expects a pub¬ 
lic road to be built from near the park entrance to his trout 
ponds. 

The property Includes a canyon, a waterfall and la nicely 
wooded with alders, maples and cedars. He has 20 campsites 
built in the wooded areas and has plans for 200 camping units, 
most of them to be situated along the creek. Rustic fir Ubles 
complete the woodsy quality of the campsites. 

During the past three years Mr. Regan has hired some 
of his high school students to help him carve out his trout 
fishing park. 

He now has two trout ponds, each stocked with 500 fight¬ 
ing rainbows imported from Washington State at nine to ten 
inches in size. He plans six trout ponds eventually and each 
Will be rocked In and hav* a gravelled bottom. 

All one has to do to catch trout Is sUnd on the edge of 
the p^ and toss In s worm. It It the best kid's fishing that 
could be found. Toss in a handful of the pellets Ross feeds 
the trout and the pond will boil with swirling, feeding rain¬ 
bows. The trout ponds are replenished with firm, 1st, fight¬ 
ing trout Just St quickly as they are fished.

Ross also imports trout to stock the farm ponds on Van¬ 
couver Island, which are used chiefly for Inigstion. but are 
now also being used as private trout ponds. 

He is aiming for a year-round recreation area which will

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Tassels Have a Task 


By M. V. CHESNirr. F1tHt 

Wh#n (;om produces s decurstive 
tassel away up on top of the plant, 
It is in a very important stage of 
Hs developinent. 1 have known mis¬ 
informed gardeners to cut off these 
tassels as fast as they appeared, to 
‘'throw all the strength into the 
cobs." Trouble is, they never got any 
cobs, or at least, there were no com 
kernels in the cobs. 

You see, those tassels are the male 
flowers of the com plant, and with¬ 
out the wind-borne pollen from those 
tassels, there can be no mouth-waur- 
Ing com-on-the-cob. 

The sticky silk threads which 
protrude from the tips of the cobs 
are the female flowers. Each thread 
connects with an embryo kernel 
within the cob, and each thread or 
*‘stlk'' must be fertilized by a pollen 
grain from the tassel on top l^fore 
its kernel will swell Hence the im¬ 
portance of both tassels and silks, 
e A a 

We art coming up to a critical 
time for com as the tassels appear 
and ripen, for poUination is taking 
place, and if it is incomplete or un¬ 
successful. the cobe will form only 
partially, or not at aH Insects play 
no part in the pollination of commit 
is all done by the wind. 


This is why a single row of com 
in the garden will seldom produce a 
satisfactory crop. The wind carries 
the pollen away from the waiting 
silks, and these unfertilized threads 
wither and die without producing any 
kemela. Com should always be sown 
in multiple rows or in square 
“blocks" so that pollen from one row 
will reach the silks of the next, and 
so on. Even with the correct place¬ 
ment of the plants, you will often find 
cobs on which the tips have no ker¬ 
nels, due to imperfect pollination, 
e a a 

i^^eners have been arguing for 
better than a hundred years as to 
whether the suckers should be tom 
off from the base of the stalks, and 
even the highest authorities can’t 
seem to make up their minds on this 
point. The U.S. departntent of agri¬ 
culture says It doesn't make any dif¬ 
ference personally. I leave the 
suckers on. 

I can see how these suckers could 
rob the parent plant of nutrients if 
the plant were growing on poor, 
hungry soil, but no aane gardener 
would ever attempt to grow this crop 
on such ground. 

Com Is a hungry plant, and the 
richest soil in the garden is none too 
good for this demanding subject, and 


even in good soil, the crop should be 
given small but frequent supplemen¬ 
tary feeds of fertilizer throughout 
the growing season. Under this treat 
ment. there should be food to spare 
for the suckers, and I figure their 
foliage contributes something to the 
general health of the plant 
a a ♦ 

In yesterday s column I mention¬ 
ed the little white stem roots of 
lilies which are pushing out Just 
shove the soil surface. Much the 
same thing take.s place with com. 
At a certain stage in the plant's 
growth, husky roots appear several 
inches above the ground, looking 
rather like the aerial roota of a cut- 
leaf Philodendron. These arch them¬ 
selves outward and downward, and 
given half a chance, they will insert 
themselves into the ground. 

1 believe these rooU are for the 
purpose of providing better anchor¬ 
age as the plaota become top-heavy, 
acting as miniature stays or guya— 
why else would they come so far 
above the aoil surface? In any case, 
our fob is to nnudte it easy for them 
to perform their function, and to this 
end. 1 “earth up" my com as soon ao 
the buttress roots appesr, pulling 
earth up around the stems with the 
draw hoe.

The account, previously un* 
told In the official navy rec^ 
erda, n^ust be one of the most 


hair-raising personal see stoiw 
les of the Second World War. 

At Sunday midnight. Vice- 
Admiral DeWolf. 57. a sailor 
since he was 16. hands over 
his post of chief of naval staff 
to Vice-Admiral ^erbert Ray- 
ner. 49, until recently flag offi¬ 
cer. Pacific Coast. 

Sam Ridge also recently re¬ 
tired from the navy with more 
than 30 years' service. He was 
commissioned from the lower 


decks and attained the rank of 
lieutena nt-comma nder. 

'The Incident, related in an 
interview by Admiral DeWolf, 
occurred in 1940. when he was 
commander of the destroyer 
St. Laurent on Atlantic con¬ 
voy. It was prompted by the 
recollection that Admiral De¬ 
Wolf at the time was in the 
process of turning over com¬ 
mand of the St Laurent to 
Admiral Rasmer. 


Admiral DeWolf did not tell 
of his direct and courageous 
part in the Incident until Ad¬ 
miral Rayner brought it up 
'The external mechanism of 
a live, armed torpedo was 
being painted by a sailor who 
lifted the safety catch to paint 
underneath and then lifted the 
firing handle to paint under 
that. 

*The torpedo fired, naturally. 


and ran wild on the dedc,** Ad¬ 
miral DeWolf said. 

“It slammed into the deck¬ 
house, bounced off and kept 
charging around. 

“Everybody, including me. 
was scared. The decks cleared 
pretty rapidly. 

“Since we thought we were 
all going up any second. Petty 
Officer Ridge and myself de¬ 
cided to try to tame the tor- 
*pedo. 


-We got astride It. It was 
as slippery as a greased pig 
and we thought its propeller 
might cut our feet off. 

"We rode and guided it over 
to the rail and stuck one leg 
over the rail to hold it steady. 
The propeller was making a 
tremendous racket on the iron 
deck. We finally mduaged to 
release the air cock. (The tor¬ 
pedo was driven by compressed 
air.) 


-We still had a Mve torpedo. 
When we got to port in the 
United Kingdom we hoisted It 
on the wall and left it there. 
I reported to headquarters but 
I don't know what became of 
the torpedo.” 

The first thing Admiral De¬ 
Wolf plans to do on retire¬ 
ment is to go fishing. He will 
continue to make his home 
here.

Live Torpedo Tamed by Seadogs in Wild Deck Ride 


OTTAWA (CP) — lutlrinf 
■Mdof Harry DeWolf related 
Friday how he once rode a live 
torpedo around the deck of his 
ship. The wild ride saved his 
destroyer and his crew. 

With him on the ride was 
PO Sam Ridge of Errington, 
oa Vancouver Island. 

The account, previously un* 
toM in the official navy ree* 
ords, must be one of the most 


hair-raising personal sea stor* 
les of the Second World War. 

At Sunday midnight, Vice- 
Admiral DeWolf. 57. a sailor 
since he was l€. hands over 
his poet of chief of naval staff 
to Vice-Admiral Herbert Ray- 
ner. 49, until recently flag offi¬ 
cer. Pacific Coast. 

Sam Ridge also recently re¬ 
tired from the navy with more 
than SO years’ ser^. He was 
commissioned from the lower 


decks and attained the rank of 
lieutenant-commander. 

The incident, related in an 
Interview by Admiral DeWolf, 
occurred in 1940. when he was 
commander of the destroyer 
St. Laurent on Atlantic con¬ 
voy. It was prompted by the 
recollection that Admiral De¬ 
Wolf at the time was in the 
process of turning over com¬ 
mand of the St Laurent to 
Admiral Rayner. 


Admiral DeWolf did not tell 
of his direct and courageous 
part in the incident until Ad¬ 
miral Rayner brought it up 
The external mechanism of 
a live, armed torpedo was 
being painted by a sailor who 
lifted the safety catch to paint 
underneath and then lifted the 
firing handle to paint under 
that. 

“The torpedo fired, naturally. 


and ran wild on the deck,'* Ad¬ 
miral DeWolf said. 

"It slammed Into the deck¬ 
house, bounced off and kept 
charging around. 

"Everybody, including me. 
was scared. The decks cleared 
pretty rapidly. 

"Since we thought we were 
all going up any second. Petty 
Officer Ridge and myself de¬ 
cided to try to .tame the tor¬ 
pedo. 


“We got astride It. It was 
as slippery as a greased pig 
and we thought its propeller 
might cut our feet off. 

"We rode and guided it over 
to the rail and stuck one leg 
over the rail to hold it steady, 
[be propeller was making a 
emendous racket on the iron 
deck. We finally meuaged to 
release the air cock. (The tor¬ 
pedo was driven by compressed 
air.) 




"We still had a live torpedo. 
When we got to port in the 
United Kingdom we hoisted it 
on the wall and left it there. 
I reported to headquarters but 
I don't know what became of 
the torpedo." 

The first thing Admiral De¬ 
Wolf plans to do on retire¬ 
ment is to go fishing. He will 
continue to make his home 
here.
